Whatever 
the  sentence  of  the  court  may  be,  the 
vertllcl  of  the  jury  in  San  Francisco  this 
week  should.  If  upheld  on  appeal,  remove 
Endget  at  last  Xioni  any  position  of  authori- 
ty among  United  States  longshoremen, 
whom  he  has  long  used  as  tools  for  the  vir 
lual  domination  of  Pacific  poits.  The  ef- 
fect of  his  conviction  for  perjury  is  to 
brand  him  officially  as  a Communist,  which 
means  that  whether  he  goes  to  Jad  or  not 
he  is  debarred  from  holding  office  in  any 
labor  union  in  the  country. 

Few  outside  the  ranks  of  the  Commun- 
ists and  some  (though  probably  far  from 
all)  of  the  workers  he  has  led  into  disre- 


pute. will  feel  any  sympathy  for  Bridges. 
Tlie  union  is  well  rid  of  him.  for  there  can 
be  mtle  question  that  what  he  did  to  dis- 
rupt the  commerce  of  the  United  Stales 
year  after  year  was  not  prompted  by  con- 
cern for  the  welfare  of  the  union  members. 
Rather  it  bore  every  mark  of  a deliberate 
attempt  to  aid  Soviet  Russia  and  the  Com- 
munist cause  by  paralyzing  American  ports. 

The  irony  of  it  now  is  that  the  United 
States,  although  it  has  at  last  succeeded  in 
convicting  Bridges  on  a majoV  count,  can- 
not gei  rid  of  him.  Australia,  troubled 
enough  by  its  own  Communist  agitators, 
has  made  it  clear  that  It  w'ill  not  take  him 
back.  Thus  when  the  time  ultimately 
comes  for  Bridges’  release  he  seems  destined 
to  join  the  growing  band  of  men  and  women 
whom  the  United  States  would  like  to  de- 
port but  cannot.

Coftqupst  of  Cancer  iSeeds  Public  Support 


IT  is  by  the  concerted  efforts  of  indi- 
viduals, professional  and  laymen  alike, 
that  the  common  weal  Is  advanced. 
This  was  never  more  evident  than  in  the 
realm  of  human  health,  when  scientific 
endeavor  has  been  backed  by  the  sustained 
and  tangible  interest  of  people  as  a whole. 
The  strides  made  in  the  conquest  of  dis- 
ease as  a result  of  such  To-operatton 
emphasize  the  success  likely  to  follow  when 
Individuals  work  together  for  the  common 
good.  Scientiric  research  depends  in  large 
measure  on  public  support. 

The  control  of  tuberculosis  Is  an  example 
of  what  can  be  accompll.^hed  by  joint  effort. 
This  once  dread  dl.sease.  If  not  wholly  con- 
quered is  at  least  within  bounds,  so  that 
its  human  toll  has  been  greatly  reduced.  An 
equal  measure  of  control  Is  the  aim  of  the 


•'Conquer  Cancer  " campaign,  initiated  this 
week  in  Victoria  as  elsewhere  throughout 
the  land.  Expansion  of  the  research,  edu- 
cation and  welfare  projects  of  the  Canadian 
Cancer  Society  is  of  importance  in  com- 
bating the  incidence  of  a disease  that  an- 
nually lakes  some  16,000  British  Columbia 
lives. 

This  development  depends  on  the  assist- 
ance which  the  public  Is  prepared  to  give. 
Few  there  will  be  who  are  unwilling  to  help 
promote  tha  success  of  the  current  cam- 
paign for  funds,  for  disease  Is  no  respecter 
of  persons  and  no  one  knows  when  he  might 
himself  be  dependent  on  work  done  by  the 
society  to  promote  the  control  of  cancer. 
These  arc  some  of  the  reason.s  why  the  cur- 
rent appeal  for  financial  backing  should  be 
assured  of  substantial  response

London.  — people  in  London,  par- 
Ucuiarly  those  in  the  entourage 
of  the  British  Royal  Family,  are  puz- 
zled by  the  rumors  which  have  been 
coming  from  abroad,  especially  from 
America,  about  a deterioration  in  the 
health  of  King  George  VI.  These 
reports  claim  that  there  has  been  a 
recurrence  of  the  circulatory  ailment 
which  led  to  an  operation  on  the 
King's  leg  some  Ume  ago  . 

As  a matter  of  actual  fact,  the  King 
Is  today  as  well  as  he  ever  was  and 
the  difficulty  which  arose  with  his 
circulation  has  to  all  intents  and  pur- 
poses disappeared. 

His  Majesty  has  been  taking  his 
fullest  possible  share  In  the  official 
life  of  this  country  and  that  means  a 
very  great  deal  of  physical  effort  and 
the  kind  of  endurance  which  a sick 
man  could  not  possibly  put  forth.  To 
menliun  only  a lew  of  the  King's 
recent  engagements,  there  was  the 
state  visit  of  French  President  Vincent 
Auriol  which  entailed  the  King's  be- 
ing on  his  feet  pracucaliy  thg.iA&fiif 
lime;  there  was  an  Investiture  of 
orders  and_j;lecoraUons  on  March  14 
when  His  Majesty  distributed  the 
largest  number  of  dlsUnctlons  since 
the  end  of  Uie  war.  On  these  occa- 
sions the  sovereign  stands  throughout 
the  ceremony  and  the  King  did  stand 
for  over  two  hours  pinning  croaves 
and  medals  on  those  he  had  honored. 

The  King  has  also  been  shooting  at 
Sandringham  and  around  Windsor 
Castle  and  spent  a long  and  arduous 
day  at  Aintree  near  Liverpool  where 
he  watched  the  Grand  National 
Steeplechase  being  run. 

The  Grand  NaUonal  Is  supposed  to 
be  the  severest  known  test  (or  horses 
over  obstacles,  and  the  King  and 
Queen  with  Prlnceu  Elizabeth  and 
other  members  of  Ute  Royal  Family 
visited  many  of  the  Jumps  before  the 
race  and  generally  strolled  about  on 
foot  over  the  long  course. 


The  King  will  be  at  the  Football 
Cup  final  at  Wembley  and  before  that 
will  pay  a long-promised  visit  to 
Shakespeare's  birthplace  in  London 
early  in  May  and  then  the  London 
season  will  open. 

The  aeason  centres  around  Uie 
Royal  Family,  especially  the-  KU)r. 
There  wlU  be  three  very  large  pres- 
entation parties  at  Buckingham  Pal- 
ace during  (hat  month  at  which  young 
debutantes  will  make  their  first  ap- 
pearance at  Court.  At  these  jtartles. 
which  lost  the  whole  afternoon,  the 
King  and  Queen  are  on  their  feet  Uie 
whole  time,  greeting  their  friends  and 
receiving  the  curtseys  of  the  young 
gtris  who  that  day  are  launched  into 
society. 

Later  in  the  Summer,  two  garden 
parties  will  be  held  at  the  palace  and 
at  both  of  them  the  King  will  spend  a 
w’hole  afternoon  walking  about  among 
his  guests.  A stroll  lasting  two  or  three 
hours  over  the  palace  lawns  Is  not 
something  that  could  be  undertaken 
by  any  anyone  with  an  affection  of 
Ihe  lower  ilmbs.  

So  far  for  the  immediate  future. 
It  ahouid  be  recorded  also  that  the 
King  and  Queen  .have  pracllcaiiy 
committed  themselves  to  a visit  to 
Australia  and  New  Zealand  in  1652. 
His  Majesty  has  gone  so  far  as  to 
write  to  the  governments  at  Canberra 
and  Wellington  that  he  and  the  Queen 
•'hoped  to  visit  the  two  dominions" 
the  year  after  next.  This,  in  official 
parlance,  Is  almast  a definite  promise 
and  is  a formula  on  receipt  of  whleh 
the  two  governments  will  consider 
themselves  Justified  In.  embarking 
upon  the  vast  preparations  necessary 
for  a royal  visit. 

It  is  quite  certain  that  If  the  King's 
medical  advisers  think  that  His  Ma- 
jesty can  stand  the  tremendous  strain 
which  such  a Journey  would  entail, 
they  cannot  be  very  apprehensive 
about  hli  health.

'HE  Native  Sons  of  Canada  are 
ardent  in  so  many  good  causes 
that  we  can  never  quite  figure  out 
how  they  can  be  ao  ferociously  bitter 
against  everybi^y  who  lives  in  Canada 
but  does  not  happen  to  be  a Native 
Son.  Very  few  of  the  members  of  the 
Order  are  North  American  Indians  by 
racial  origin,  so  that  the  ancestors,  in 
quite  a few  cases  perhaps  the  immedi- 
ate parenia,  of  moat  of  them  must 
have  been  unmigranu  to  this  country. 
Yet  In  the  last  issue  of  the  Order's 
periodical  Native  Son  we  find  a piece 
of  verse  which  begins  as  follows: 
"They  come  lo  us  from  far  away.

to  enhance  the  glory  of  being  a Native 
or  any  other  kind  of  Son  of  Canada 
they  are  greatly  mistaken.

Every  glrl  has  liad  a plad  skirt. 

Every  man  lias  owned  a plad 
skirt.  But  there  is  no  such  word  in 


the  dictionary  as  plad. 

It  Is  plaid.  And  Scottish  people 
shudder  at  the  uord  plad.  But  ap- 
paienliy  there  is  nothing  they  can  do 
about  it  except  shudder.  For  even  the 
Concise  Oxford  dictionary  gives  as 
first  choice,  the  pronunciation  plad. 
And  so  do  the  American.  As  second 
choice,  they  give  the  pronunclaiiou 
as  "played,"  with  the  Initials  Sr.  in 
brackets  after  It.  Which  is  the  polite 
English  way  of  suggesting  hiU-blllies. 

WliBlever  may  be  the  origin  of  the 
word  piald,  in  Scotland  plaid  Is  not  a 
kind  of  ^th:  it  Is  a piece  of  cloth,  a 
sort  of  shawl.  It  is  sUli  worn  by  ^ot- 
tishmen,  shepherds,  farmers.  But  in 
the  early  pioneer  days,  every  Scot 
who  came  jishore  In  Canada  or  Am- 
erica or  Ta.imanla  or  Africa  or  wher- 
ever the  Scots  went  as  the  standard 
bearers  of  Britain  had  either  around 
his  shoulders  or  rolled  up  in  his  bundle 
piald. 

It  could  have  been  a tartan  piald. 
For  tartan  is  a kind  of  pattern  of 
cloth.  It  could  be  a shepherd's  tar- 
tan of  black  and  white  cheek.  Or  H 
might  have  been  any  sort  of  home- 
spun  woollen  cloth.  But  it  was  a gar- 
ment, not  a pattern.  Many  of  them 
had  a button-hole  worked  in  one  edge, 
and  a button  on  the  opposite  edge,  so 
tlut.  when  the  piald  was  folded  tri- 
angular, like  a dla|>er,  anti  flund  abool 
the  shoulders,  it  could  be  buttoned 
on  liie  chest  to  hold  It  fast. 

To  this  day.  a plaid  is  the  most  use- 
ful garment  (or  a sportsman.  Around 
the  shoulders  It  Is  warm,  and  keepe 
the  rain  off,  while  leaving  the  arms 
free.  Folded,  it  is  good  to  sit  on. 
Wrapped  around  the  tegs,  it  Is  a com- 
fort. On  the  bed.  U is  a cover. 

And  out  of  respect  for.  it.  we  should 
refer  to  our  fancy  shirts  and  skirts  as 
tarun,  not  plad.

He  Is  in  competlUon  for  so  short  a time  Uiat 
alMolute  perfection  Is  iiecemary  for  lUm  to  achieve  hu  best  performance 
There  U no  lime  for  a mlsUk*  eith-r  phytlcal  or  mental  Tlie  roan  who 
wveiituaily  runs  (he  lour-mlnuta  mile  or  the  nine-second  hundred  will 
msk*  no  mJ.4take  ifl  Judgment  or  reaction.  That  U wliy  you  will  see  a 
•printer  practising  start  after  sUrt- or  a miler  trying  day  after  day  to 
kam  perfect  p4kce. 

Track  U also  a sport  in  wliirh  you  cannot  depend  on  your  teammate. 
You  must  depexKl  on  youmelf.  After  the  gun  barks  you  are  on  your 
awn— you  either  win  or  lose  and  there  Is  nobody  to  blame  but  yourself.
